Mayor William Oakley, 
Mayor pro tern Randolph Gear, 
Police Chief Charles Kirby 
and Police Lt. Robert Brown 
held a private meeting with 
various African American res¬ 
idents Monday afternoon in an 
effort to eliminate any future 
confrontational problems this 
summer. 

On May 4 various dark 
skinned residents spoke out at 
the council meeting stating 
they felt they were being ha¬ 
rassed by Romulus bike police 
and one woman said she was 
painfully injured when she 
came to the aid of her sons. 

Gear told the public Mon¬ 
day night that all agreed the 
incident with the woman took 
place, but they were deter¬ 
mined to work together to 


make Romulus a quality city to 
live. 

A wide assortment of opin¬ 
ions were expressed, Gear 
said, and the need for future 
gatherings was agreed upon. 
No date for any future meet¬ 
ings was set. 

Ironically at the end of Mon¬ 
day night’s meeting, Gear was 
chastised by new City Environ¬ 
mental Board member Mark 
Chase for apparently taking 
sides in the neighborhood is¬ 
sue the week before. 

Chase cautioned Gear for 
giving the appearance of feel¬ 
ing that all Romulus police 
might be harassing African 
Americans. 

Gear said others had actu¬ 
ally praised his handling of the 
situation. 


Tarah said “sometimes we 
would play school or she 
would ask me to go get her a 
popsicle.”

The last week we 
brought her ribs and candied 
yams. She asked me for a big 
hug that time...I guess she 
knew it would be the last time 
I would see her alive.” 

Her former cheerleading 
coach Patty Alley revealed 
Cymonne was very shy when 
she first joined the squad that 
cheers for Romulus Flyer 
teams. 

“Pretty soon she picked up 
the skills and aided other new 
members,” Alley said. 

After she developed a 
tumor and had to wear a head- 
band, the rest of the squad was 
so filled with her spirit that 
they all turned out with match¬ 
ing headbands so that she 
would not feel intimidated, Al¬ 
ley said emotionally.

Area attorney David Par¬ 
rott, 38, of Van Buren Towns¬ 
hip, has filed to seek the 
Democratic nomination for the 
11th District Wayne County 
Commissioner seat, currently 
being held by Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson (R-Canton). 

Patterson announced ear¬ 
lier that he will not be seeking 
re-election, but instead will be 
running for the 21st District 
State Representative post cur¬ 
rently filled by Deborah 
Whyman (R-Canton). 

Whyman in turn will be 
seeking election this year as a 
state senator. 

The 11th district commis¬ 
sioner seat covers the cities of 
Romulus, Belleville and 
Wayne, and the townships of 
Huron, Sumpter and Van 
Buren. 

The son of a retired Detroit 
police officer, Parrott is a grad¬ 
uate of the University of Michi- 
gan and Wayne State 


The Romulus City Council 
unanimously endorsed an up¬ 
grading of the city’s ambulance 
services through the Commu¬ 
nity Emergency Medical Ser¬ 
vices company on Monday 
night. 

The council revealed sev¬ 
eral months ago following a 
talk by former Romulus School 
Board President Dan Bales 
and his wife, Carole, that they 
supported an upgrade to an 
“advanced” medical level. 

Bales outlined how he felt 
when he was technically mis¬ 
diagnosed after suffering a 
heart attack at home last year 
and stated that the technology 
available via an advanced 
EMS team would have con¬ 
firmed that earlier than when 
he reached a hospital. 

Fire Chief David Allison 
however felt that because of 
Romulus’ unique geographical 
location between Annapolis 
Hospital in Wayne and Heri¬ 
tage Hospital in Taylor, he 
would continue to support the 
basic life support style, which 
gets patients to the hospital 
quicker than the ALS program. 

Allison said with the ALS 
system patients spend more 
time on site for early treat¬ 
ment, where with the basic life 
support they head to the hospi¬ 
tal and top professional care 
within minutes. 

Allison also sent Mayor

William Oakley a memo stating 
“we have been advised that 
the service with CEMS could 
continue on a ‘per call’ basis 
without the need of a written 
contract’” 

He added “I will implement 
whatever scope of service 
deemed to be appropriate by 
yourself and the Romulus City 
Council.” 

Oakley on Monday night 
said the city was working on an 
extension of its old ambulance 
contract with CEMS until the 
council made its final deci¬ 
sion. 

A check with Allison on 
Tuesday morning revealed 
that the new advanced life 
support would probably go 
into effect in about 60 days.

AMENDED ADMINISTRATION ORDINANCE 

An Ordinance of the City of Romulus Providing That the Code of 
Ordinanced be Amended by Revising Chapter 2, Article ID, Division 
2, Sections 2-52 and 2-53 Providing for Additional Restrictions on 
Contracts Where a City Official/Employee has a Pecuniary Interest in 
the Contract 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, 

HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1: Short Title 


WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN 


This ordinance shall be known and cited as the Code 
of Ethics Ordinance. 

Section 2: Chapter 2, Article III, Division 2, Section 2-52 of the 
Romulus City Code entitled “Definition” is amended 
to add the following definitions to read as follows: 

Himself/herself means individually, or as a partner, 
member or employee of a co-partnership, or unincor¬ 
porated association or as a one percent stockholder of 
a corporation not listed on a stock exchange or as a 
stockholder of a stock listed on a stock exchange 
where the city official/employee’s stock has a present 
total market value in excess of Twenty Five Thousand 
and 00/100 (S25,000.00) Dollars or which he or she 
is a director, officer or employee. 

Contract. The term contract shall not include con¬ 
tracts with public utility services where the rates 
therefore are regulated by the state or federal govern¬ 
ment, or contracts between public entities. 

Solicit means to take part in any negotiation, re¬ 
negotiation or amendment to such contract, approve 
the contract or represent either party in the transac¬ 
tion. 

Section 3. Chapter 2, Article III, Division 2, Section 2-53(d) and 
(f) of this Romulus City Code are amended to read as 
follows: 

(d) Party to contract. No city official/employee shall 
be a party directly or indirecdy, to any Contract, nor 
solicit any Contract, between himsleft or herself and 
the City, except as hereinafter provided: 

(1) The city official/employee promptly discloses 
any pecuniary interest in the Contract to the Coun¬ 
cil which is recorded in the official proceedings, 
unless the direct benefit to the city officaL/ 
employee from the Contract is an amount less than 
$250.00 and less than five (5) percent of the pub¬ 
lic cost of the contract and the city official/ 
employee files a sworn affidavit to that effect with 
the Council. 

(2) Disclosure. Disclosure by the city official/ 
employee shall be made either by: 

(i) Disclosing in writing at least seven (7) days 
before the Council meeting in which the con¬ 
tract is on the agenda, to the presiding officer 
of the Council; or if the presiding officer has a 
pecuniary interest then to the Clerk, the extent 
of the pecuniary interest 

(ii) At a public meeting of the Council, in 
which case a vote on the contract shall not be 
taken until at least seven (7) days after the 
meeting at which the disclosure is made. If the 
amount of the direct benefit to the city offical/ 
employee is more than Five Thousand and 
00/100 ($5,000.00) Dollars, disclosure must be 
made as provided in this sub-paragraph. 

(3) All contracts to which a city official/employee 
is a party shall be approved by a vote of not less 
than two-thirds (2/3) of the full Council, without 
the vote of the Council person with the pecuniary 
interest who is making the disclosure, unless other¬ 
wise required by law to vote. 

(4) When such contract are approved by the Coun¬ 
cil, the minutes shall contain, the name of the 
parties involve, the nature of the pecuniary inter¬ 
est, and the terms of the contract 

(0 Doing business with the City. No city official/ 
employee shall engage in business with the City di¬ 
rectly or indirectly, without first complying with the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 4: Penalty, 

Anyone found guilty of violating this Section shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a 
fine not to exceed Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or 
by imprisonment not to exceed ninety (90) days, or 
both, in the discretion of this court. 

Section 5: Severability 

Should any clause, sentence, paragraph, sub-section 
or section of this Article be declared void or other¬ 
wise invalid, for any reason, by any court of 
competent jurisdiction, such declaration shall not af¬ 
fect any portion of this Article other than the part 
specifically declared to be void. 

Section 6: Effective Date 

This ordinance shall become effective immediately 
upon publication in the official newspaper.

• In that literature titled “The Most Important Let¬ 
ter You Will Ever Read”, Powser leveled all kinds of 
allegations at City Hall and those who have been in 
power over the last dozen years. The allegations 
were taken seriously by her council mates, who ap¬ 
pointed a task force six months ago to take testimony 
ind prepare a written report with findings and rec¬ 
ommendations. 

I Of primary concern is the allegation that a 
1403,520 check written from Fbrd Motor Co. to the 
City of Wayne could not be produced by city officials, 
thus raising speculation that funds had been mishan¬ 
dled, or worse someone in power was embezzling 
i^oney. The check was written 11 years ago. 

1 Although the report has not been made public, it 
was the subject of heated debate between task force 
members last week Essentially, by a vote of 4-3, task 
force members chose to send the report on to coun¬ 
cil, despite three members claiming they had no in- 
but into what was writtea The meeting ended with 
two task force members walking out and a third 
threatening to sue his peers. 

This is a shame. The task force has spent many 
hours at 11 meetings trying to determine what 
should be done with the Powser allegations. They 
have been extremely generous of their time and 
knowledge to make sure every issue was studied 


carefully. Now, in¬ 
ternal bickering 
has destroyed 
much of their col¬ 
lective credibility. 

We believe 
there is no factual 
basis for most of 
Powser’s charges. We believe the city administration 
at one time or another has been guilty of incompe¬ 
tence. Most organizations are. We do not believe, 
however, that criminal charges should be leveled 
against anyone. 

The City Council ought to accept the task force 
majority’s report with qualifications. Those qualifi¬ 
cations being that task force members Netter, 
Daniels and Boerlje be given the opportunity to pre¬ 
pare their own findings and forward them on to the 
council. It was unfair, in our opinion, for the task 
force to not allow these three to have their written 
comments included in the final report But Council 
can easily right that wrong, by allowing the com¬ 
ments at the Council level. 

Once everyone is heard, we would hope the Coun¬ 
cil would act quickly to put this matter to rest If as 
we suspect the allegations haven’t been proven, stop 
the investigations once and for all. We would like to 
see the City and councilperson Powser move on to 
more important business and quit wasting taxpayer’s 
money on charges that can’t be substantiated.

Stock market 
bubble will burst 
once again 

To the editor. 

Did the collapse of the Ameri¬ 
can stock market “bubble” in 1929 
cause the Great Depression? An¬ 
swer No. 

It was the nearly simultaneous 
collapse of the British Pound that 
caused the depression. Consider 

Imperial Britain had been pur¬ 
suing “free trade” policies for 
nearly 70 years prior to the 1930’s 
collapse. By the last 1920’s an ex¬ 
pensive welfare state had been 
established in England to support 
the growing under-classes who 
were “not participating” in the 
booming imperial economy of 
banking and finance. 

By 1929, the Pound was under 
pressure and had to be supported 
by foreigners. Gold and other re¬ 
serve assets had to be shipped to 
England regularly from the U.S. 
and elsewhere to support the 
English currency. Finally, in 1931 
the Pound collapsed and the de¬ 
pression really got going. 

The collapse of the British 
Pound thus deprived the world 
economy of its trusted unit of cur¬ 
rency and made a stabilizing 
“lender of last resort” impossible. 
Please remember that the U.S. 
was a high tariff isolationist coun¬ 
try at that time. 

The parallels with today’s

‘We do not 
discriminate,” say 
Inkster sororities 

To the editor: 

Recently, members of DAZ 
(Delta Sigma Theta Sorority, 
Inc., Alpha Kappa Alpha So- 
roity, Inc.,) were criticized in 
the Inkster Ledger Star by two 
members of the City Council- 
Councilman Hilliard Hampton 
and Councilman Ernest 
Hendricks, who accused us of 
excluding another district 
from our city service projects. 
We ignored the first attack be¬ 
cause we knew that Council¬ 
man Hampton’s accusations 
were not true, and we did not 
want to enter into an argu¬ 
ment When the second attack 
came from Councilman 
Hendricks (April 23 edition of 
the Ledger Star), we decided 
that it was time to reply and 
set the record straight, for not 
only were the accusations 
false, but they also seemed to 
indicate that we were discrim¬ 
inating. Following is the his¬ 
tory of our program: 


In 1987, the idea for a Ca¬ 
reer Day project came from 
Margie Rose, who was presi¬ 
dent of Zeta Nu Zeta Chapter, 
Zeta Phi Beta Sorority, Inc. 
She asked the Zetas if they 
would like to work on a project 
with Delta Sigma Theta and 
Alpha Kappa Alpha So¬ 
rorities, Inc., to sponsor a Ca¬ 
reer Day at Blanchette Middle 
School (yearly) to expose the 
children to various occupa¬ 
tions by inviting professionals 
to discuss their occupations 
and encourage the children to 
stay in school. The project was 
welcomed, and at the first 
meeting of members from the 
sororities, plans were dis¬ 
cussed to rotate the Career 
Day between the Inkster dis¬ 
trict and others. 

At that meeting, the commit¬ 
tee agreed to invite Westwood 
School District to join us and 
that way, more students would 
reap the benefits, and rotating 
from district to district would 
be beneficial to greater nu¬ 
mber. A letter was written to 
the Westwood School District 
inviting them to join us. We re¬ 
ceived no reply from that dis¬ 
trict neither accepting nor 
declining. We also wrote 
others, including Inkster High 
School, and received no reply. 

The principals of 
Blanchette Middle School, Syl¬ 
vester Mosley and Thomas An¬ 
drew, wanted the project in 
their school, and we remained 
there. To this day, eleven years 
later, we have received no an¬ 
swers to our letters of invita¬ 
tion. 

In 1988, Margie Rose ap¬ 
proached DAZ Committee to 
sponsor a Partnership Day 
with the City of Inkster and the 
purpose was to expose the 
children to city operations and 
see city officials in action and 
learn from them.

In later years, Eunice John¬ 
son, Teen Health Center Direc¬ 
tor, asked the DAZ Committee 
to sponsor an Immunization 
Fair in the City, and that pro¬ 
ject began. At the Fair, free 
vaccines are given to children 


for school entrance. Nurses 
and doctors in our city and 
nearby volunteer their ser¬ 
vices. Each year, we sponsor 
the three projects aside from 
our regular objectives in our 
respective sororities, and we 
welcome Westwood and any 
other district who would like 
to join us. __ 

We regret that the Council- 
men did not approach us first 
to find out why others were not 
with us. Instead, they crit¬ 
icized us falsely in the press 
without knowing the whole 
story. We know they have a 
right to the freedom of speech, 
but they are treading on dan¬ 
gerous grounds when they 
make false accusations before 
seeking the truth. They did not 
offer a word of praise for our 
efforts in the city. 

We give credit to the City of 
Inkster and Inkster Board of 
Education for allowing us to 
work with the students. We do 
not ask them for any money 
and the service projects are 
sponsored with funds from the 
treasuries of three sororities. 
We plan, do the leg work and 


freely give of our time and ef¬ 
forts for the children and our 
city. Lately, the National Bank 
of Detroit has given us funds to 
cover the luncheon at Partner¬ 
ship Day, and we thank them 
for the donations. 

We do not discriminate, and 
if the councilmen know some 
district who would like to join 
us in these projects, please let 
us know and we can work to¬ 
gether and receive wider ex¬ 
posure.

Scoring a total of 36 runs in 
10 complete innings, Romulus

As the week began, Fordson 
stood atop of the Gold Division 
with a perfect 7-0 record.

Robichaud pitching could 
not cool the Eagles’ bats as a 
pair of Bulldog throwers gave 
up a total of 13 Romulus hits in 
a 17-5 Eagles’ victory, called af¬ 
ter five innings. 

Plave again looked good at 
the plate where he drilled a 
two-run, fourth inning homer, 


while he also cashed in on two 
other hits in his four appear¬ 
ances at the plate.

Justice had a double and 
single while Jeff Brasili, also 
scored three times, after get¬ 
ting aboard on a two-run dou¬ 
ble and a single and walk.
